SHELLFISH-VEGETABLE CHCWDER 

1 pound small shrimp Cover shrimps with boiling 
6 slices of bacon, diced water and cook, drain, re- 
2 medium onions, chopped serving the liquid. Peel and 
1 can (6 ounces} minced clams de-vein shrimp. In large 
1 medium potato, diced kettle cook bacon until crisp. 
1 package (10 ounces) frozen succotash Remove bacon and pour off about 
2 cans (10-1/2 ounces each) frozen oyster- half of fat. Cook onion in 

stew soup fat in kettle for 5 minutes. 
3 cups milk Combine shrimp liguid and 
3 tablespoons butter or margerine liquid drained from clams; 
3 tablespoons flour add enough water to make 4 
1 can (6 ounces) lobster, cut up cups. Add to onion with 
1-1/2 cups heavy cream potato and succotash. Sim- 
1/2 cup dry sherry mer for about 15 minutes. 
Salt and freshly ground pepper to taste Add soup, milk, and blended 


butter and flour. Cook, 
Stirring until thickened. 
Add remaining ingredients 
including shrimps and drain- 
ed clams, and heat. Makes 

8 generous servings.

County Amateur Radio Club. I[t was a pleasure to have you as a visitor. 

You may wish some infec’ uation on what the Gloucester County 
Amateur Radio Club has to o.ifer its members, and I would like to take 
this opportunity to give you a brief summary of some of the things we 
are doing for the Ham fraternity. 

First I would like to point out a little of our past history. 

The club was organized in 1959 and incorporated in the State of 
New Jersey as a non-profit organization. 

Since 1959 we have had a record of continuous activities, with 
regular meetings and other club activities. Though we are not a large 
club, if you will look back through the pages of QST you will find our 
records in most ARRL events. You will find that we have participated 
nearly every year in most ARRL sponsored operating events. (we have 
been an ARRL affiliated club since our inception.) 

Each year we have been active in the Field Day event, and have 
sponsored activities connected with the DX contest, ARRL Sweepstakes and 
VHF Sweepstakes, not to mention the Novice Roundup and various other 
contests. Qur club has for many years sponsored an Amateur Radio 
Emergency Corps and has supplied the nucleus of personnel for the 
CD-RACES program in Gloucester County. 

In the past club members have put on Amateur Radio demonstrations 
at various schools and service organizations, as well as providing 
communications for various Police Departments during the Halloween 
season and has on occasion helped with annual clothing drives for 
Goodwill Industries of Southern New Jersey. 

We have had a float in Woodbury's Halloween parade, and have put on 
exhibits at the 4H Fair and participated in Amateur Radio Week in 
Gloucester County. 

We provide fraternity and friendship for our members. We supply 
Club QSL cards, at cost, to our members. Our club member identification 
badges are unique. We have a program that pays half of the application 
filing fee for club members that are successful in upgrading their 
operators license. We have a distinctive club jacket, and decals for your 
car and shack, along with patches for your jacket and or cap. 
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For prosnective Amateurs each year the club runs code and theory 
classes that lead to the Novice ticket. We also have a technical 
advisory committee that can give assistance with technical problems 
that may arise from time to time. 

There are two classes of membership available, the Associate 
membershiv for non-amateurs or persons not able to actively participate 
in the club, and Full membership for licensed amateurs. 

The cost for Associate membership is a #1.00 initiation fee, nlus 
{2.60 per year dues. For Full membership a $3.00 initiation fee, plus 
$6.00 per year dues.

So many fellows wanted to know 
how to show off their cards without defacing the walls and keeping them 
clean; well here's the best way.

DX 

I hadn't intended to hit the subject of Q@SL‘'s until a later date 
but our February Ghost Writer directed some remarks to our readers 
which prompted me to shed a little light on the subject. 

He complained about the time it takes to receive QSL's via the 
bureau--he apparently has not stopped to think about the time consuming 
. process it really is. Here is how it works! 

The DX station you work waits for card quanitity before sending 
your card to his local bureau--the local bureau waits for larger 
Guantities before mailing via surface mail (the slowest and cheapest) 
to ARRL, Newington, Conn. They are sorted at ARRL and again nackaged 
and sent to your call area bureau. After their receipt they are 
alphabetized, date-stamped and matched with your waiting envelore. 

Cnly after enough cards accmulate to fill your envelope are they mailed 
to you. 

It is not unreasonable to wait 5 months to a year for your card-- 
maybe enen longer when you understand the system. 

No one ever claimed QSL bureaus to be the fastest way to QSL-- 
to blame ARRL for their slowness is simply unfair. 

Another point I would remind our Ghost Writer and members of is 
that the club has late Callbooks available at every meeting for member 
use. No need to wait for a DX card to come to you before mailing his-- 
either QSL via his bureau or get his QTH from the club Callbooks! 

QTH's of currently popular DX stations are also available every month 
in DX columns of QST and CQ mags, to name a few. 

QSL bureaus should be considered in their nroper light--if you are 
in a hurry to get that QSL from your latest DXCC country--there are better 
ways to go. The next issue will have the answers!
